A HEARTBEAT 


BANBURY’S first public access de- 
fibrillator should be available for 
use within the next two weeks. 

The machine, which is costing £2,000, 
has been funded through the Banbury 
Lions Club and will be attached to the 
outside wall of Marks & Spencer in 
Bridge Street. 

It is part of a drive by South Central 
Ambulance Service (SCAS) command- 
er Dick Tracey to install hundreds of 
the life-saving devices in public places. 

His aim, backed by the Banbury 
Cake’s sister paper, the Oxford Mail, is 
to make sure no-one in Oxfordshire is 
ever more than 10 minutes from a defi- 
brillator. 

Mr Tracey said: “This defibrillator is 
so important for Banbury. We have lots 
of public access ones in rural places 
but it does not seem to be the case in 
bigger towns and cities. 

“We believe if there is no life-saving 
treatment given from a defibrillator, 
the chances of saving a life reduce by 
about 10 per cent a minute. 

“T hope it will be the first of many in 
the town.” 

The public access defibrillator is 
available 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week, is not restricted by being in- 
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side a shop or other business, and is 
available for a member of the public 
to use. 

The machine was meant to be 
opened before Christmas but there 
have been problems connecting elec- 
trical power to the device. 

According to the South Central Am- 
bulance Service there are currently 
nine defibrillators in Banbury. 

This includes inside Banbury Police 
Station, Woodgreen Leisure Centre in 
Woodgreen Avenue, and at Windrush 
Surgery in West Bar Street. 

But none of these are available 24 
hours a day for members of the public 
to use. 

Ian Wilson, from the Lions Club, 
said: “Marks & Spencer has been fan- 
tastic in helping us out, at a national 
and local level we found it hasn’t re- 
ally got involved with these kinds of 
causes before. 

“We have had a few delays in the 
process but M&S has been supportive 
at all levels.” 

According to the Lions Club, a sec-

ond defibrillator will be set up in the town 
later this year. 

To use the system, people can call the 999 
emergency number and will be directed to 
their nearest defibrillator. 

Each box has an entry code, which will 
be given by the ambulance call-handlers so 
the equipment can be removed. 

The call-handler will then stay on the 
phone and explain how to use the equip- 
ment until paramedics arrive.

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Children’s care 
homes to open 


FOUR new children’s homes in 
Oxfordshire are on track to open by the 
end of the year, it has been confirmed. 

The care homes would provide places 
for 20 vulnerable children and 
teenagers, with the first two in Thame 
and Eynsham opening this summer. 

At present the number of children 
placed outside of the county is 83, 
higher than the target of 70, a report to 
Oxfordshire County Council’s 
performance scrutiny committee said. 

Jim Leivers, director of children’s 
services, said it was hoped the new care 
homes would remove the need for out- 
of-county placements. 

He told the committee: “Our ambition 
would be to end the use of out-of-county 
placements, except in exceptional 
circumstances.” 

Speaking to the Banbury Cake, he 
added: “It is good news for children’s 
social care in Oxfordshire and means 
the quality of service we can offer 
in-house will also improve.” 

Of the 83 children placed out of 
county, two are with parents, 12 with 
relatives or friends and two in 
independent living, according to the 
county council. 

A further 37 are in care homes, 26 in 
foster care, two in specialist residential 
schools and two are in secure or youth 
offending services, which the council 
does not provide itself. 


Last chance for 
primary places 


FAMILIES with children who are due 
to start primary school in September 
have been reminded to apply for places. 

The deadline for applications for 
children born between September 1, 
2011, and August 31, 2012, is tomorrow. 

Applications can be made online or by 
post and Oxfordshire County Council 
has advised parents to state three 
school preferences and include their 
catchment school as one, even if itisa 
third choice. 

Last year, almost 90 per cent of 
children starting primary school in the 
county were offered their first 
preference. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
education, Melinda Tilley, said: “It’s 
important that parents ensure they 
apply for a school place for their child 
on time, as this increases the chances 
we will be able to offer them a place at a 
school listed among their preferences. 

“Tt’s really important for anyone who 
has yet to submit an application to do 
so before time runs out.”

£140,000 over two years. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld said the deal would 
protect frontline policing. 

Thames Valley, other police forces 
and fire services took part in the 
Chiltern Transport Consortium, the 
biggest vehicle procurement project in 
emergency services history. 

In total, 34 organisations worked 
together to save more than £7m. They 
will order more than 3,000 vehicles over 
the next two years, with Thames Valley 
Police buying 274 of them.

Charity’s secondhand 
bookshop launches 


New store gives adults with learning disabilities the chance to experience the world of work by helping to run the shop 


John Craven officially opened Style 
Acre’s Banbury base last year 
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PEOPLE in Banbury with 
learning disabilities have 
the chance to experience the 
world of work as a second- 
hand bookshop opened in the 
town centre. 

The Little Bookshop has been 
set up by Oxfordshire-based char- 
ity Style Acre, which support 
adults with learning disabilities 
by providing day services, work 
experience and job opportunities. 

About 15 people a week will re- 
ceive help through the shop in 
Butcher’s Row, which sells a range 
of books including those special- 
ising in fiction and history. 

It was officially opened on Mon- 
day by BBC journalist and televi- 
sion presenter John Craven. 

Managing the shop is Hannah 


Wolstenholme, who also runs the 
Style Acre Banbury Resource (SA- 
BRe) hub in Banbury. 

Mrs Wolstenholme said: “The 
new bookshop will give the people 
we support the chance to work in 
a shop environment and the skills 
needed for retail. 

“There are a lot of people who 
might want to work but find it a 
difficult thing to get into. What 
they are looking for is the chance 
to get the feelings of confidence 
and self-esteem and that is what 
we provide them with. 

“Everyone has loved the idea 
so far and our service users have 
been very keen to check out all the 
donated books.” 

Roles offered to potential em- 
ployees will include stacking 
shelves, helping customers, stock- 
taking and cashing up tills at the 
end of each day. 

As well as those the charity 


helps, support workers will also 
be on hand to give help in running 
the bookshop. There will be about 
three shifts a day for people to 
gain experience. 

Books have been donated by lo- 
cal people, friends and relatives of 
the charity’s users and Banbury 
businesses. 

The shop will also be selling 
hand-made items made at the SA- 
BRe hub, including bookmarks. 

Kings Sutton resident Marianne 
Westhoff, a regular visitor to SA- 
BRe, will be one of those working 
at the shop. 

She said: “I like being with peo- 
ple, and work experience makes 
me happy. I like the buzz of the 
workplace, it makes me feel warm 
inside. I get more confident as I 
learn new things.” 

Since opening in May last year, 
SABRe helps to support about 30 
people with learning difficulties 
every week.

TWO more mergers of services 
have been proposed by Cherwell 
District Council with South 
Northamptonshire Council, ina 
bid to save almost £245,000 a year. 

A report by Cherwell officers 
said the authorities could share a 
customer service team anda 
public protection service, which 
would include environmental 
health and enforcement against 
anti-social behaviour. 

The plan is part of wider 
proposals for a “transformation 
programme” the two councils have 


plan new 


been working on in their efforts to 
cut costs. A report to the joint 
commissioning committee 
estimates a customer service 
merger would save £61,000, of 
which £40,500 would be made by 
Cherwell. 

One person had accepted 
redundancy, but others were 
expected to keep their jobs. 

The director of operational 
delivery, Ian Davies, wrote: “The 
vision for this joint operation is an 
effective and high-performing 
customer contact team, who deal

with as many customer queries 
from all council service areas as 
possible.” 

The public protection savings 
would cut the annual budget by 
£183,750 across both councils ina 
full year, with Cherwell saving 
£129,268. This would mainly be 
through removing vacant posts. 

A consultations with staff and 
the Unison union took place in 
November and December. The plan 
will be discussed by the joint 
commission committee today at 
6.30pm, at The Forum, Towcester.

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Jewellery stolen 
in big operation 


JEWELLERY was stolen from seven 
homes in Banbury on one day ina single 
operation, police said. 

Thieves broke into houses in Bloxham 
Road, Broughton Road and the Fairway 
between noon and 7pm on Monday, 
December 28. 

Each home was in darkness when 
burglars smashed rear windows, drew 
curtains and searched the properties. 

The raids were in the same week as 11 
men carried out a raid on Goldsmiths 
Jewellers at Oxford’s Clarendon Centre 
on New Year’s Eve. 

Sgt Jade Hewitt of Banbury CID said: “I 
would like to reassure all residents that a 
thorough investigation is under way to 
try and convict those responsible. 

“We are also reminding residents to use 
timer lights, security lights and invest in 
extra security to protect their houses, 
and consider photographing and 
documenting valuables. 

“We urge anyone with information to 
come forward as soon as possible. Any 
information, despite how trivial it may 
appear, could assist our investigation.” 


Health scrutiny 
body makes bid 


A HEALTH watchdog is applying to 
become a charity by summer after 
Oxfordshire County Council proposed 
cutting £100,000 from its budget. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire warned it 
would not be able to carry out its role as 
the county’s only independent 
scrutiniser of health and social care if 
the proposed cuts were imposed. 

The council has announced £292m of 
cuts since 2011, but needs to save another 
£70m by 2020. 

Healthwatch board members approved 
plans in November to seek charitable 
status so it could raise funding. 

Business manager Carol Ball is now 
working to a target date of June 1. 

Chief executive Rachel Coney said a cut 
of £100,000 would cripple the 
organisation’s ability to stand up for 
patients and fight to improve services. 

Responding to the proposed cut she said 
it would mean losing a third of its income 
and reduce its ability to listen to the 
views of patients and work with health 
leaders to improve care. 

She warned that Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire would have to halve the time 
it spent speaking to the public, and would 
not be able to carry out surveys, work 
with charities and arrange events.

Cherwell District Council’s deputy 
leader George Reynolds said: “These 
classes are specifically aimed at people 
over the age of 50 to enable them to work 
out alongside their peers in a fun and 
sociable environment. 

“Through the Go Active initiative we 
are able to offer the classes at a reduced 
rate to make them even more affordable.” 

The classes include pilates on Monday 
from 9.30am to 10.20am, to improve 
balance, posture, strength and flexibility.

Village to become lorry 
‘rat-run’, residents warn 


Concerns over trucks’ 
route in construction 
of high speed rail link 
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RESIDENTS in a North 
Oxfordshire village have 
warned their home will 
become a “rat-run” if 
thousands of lorries are 
allowed to drive past 
every week as part of the 
HS2 project. 

Wardington, four miles 
north of Banbury, is part of 
the proposed route for con- 
struction lorries travelling 
north to help build the new 
high speed rail link between 
London and Birmingham. 

The A361 passes through 
the village, expected to carry 
vehicles travelling up from 
the M40 near Banbury. 

Parish council vice- 
chairman Nigel Bankes has 
founded a HS2 campaign 
group, which is urging the 
Government to change the 
route for HGVs. 

He said: “Not only will all 
the lorries clog up the main 
road, it will also block all the 
side roads from the A361. 
The area will just become a 
rat-run for vehicles. 

“There is a safety aspect 
too. The pavements are 
very narrow and if people 
are walking there all it will 
take is a lorry to swerve and 
there’ll be trouble. 

“The noise and fumes 
caused by lorries will in- 
crease enormously and it 
will damage what is a really 
rural area. 

“We don’t see why they 
cannot use the train route, 
before the tracks are laid 
down, to be able to move the 
equipment and spoil.” 

The retired brewer added 
that at peak times more than 
1,000 HGV lorry trips could 
be along the route every day. 

HS2 vehicles would be able 
to use the route between 8am 
and 6pm on weekdays and 
9am to 1pm on Saturdays. 

But lorries carrying exca- 
vated material from the site

would be allowed to use the 
road at any time. 

Mr Bankes, 69, said: “Peo- 
ple will not be able to get in 
or out of our village. It’s a 
beautiful place and it will be 
shame if people can’t visit.” 

The group is planning to 
raise its concerns at a HS2 
select committee meeting in 
London on January 18. 

Last week, Banbury MP 
Victoria Prentis said she was 
concerned about the effect 
the rail link’s construction 
would have on communities, 
including Wardington. 

She said: “There are a 
number of significant issues 
in the constituency, with sev- 
eral villages suffering acute 
problems, including noise, 
impacts on bridleway, and 
visual intrusion into un- 
spoilt landscapes.” 

She added she was working 
alongside Cherwell District 
Council and Oxfordshire 
County Council to raise the 
issue with the Government.

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No plan yet for 
drone policing 


THAMES Valley Police is reserving 
judgment about using drones in 
burglary investigations and high-risk 
operations until national trials have 
been concluded. 

The remote-control devices have also 
been suggested for protests and missing 
person searches after senior officers 
decided they could be a viable 
alternative to helicopters. 

National guidelines for the use of 
drones have been issued following trials 
in Surrey and Sussex. 

More than a quarter of the nation’s 43 
forces are now considering drones, but 
Thames Valley has not decided on any 
“potential benefit” and issues 
surrounding their use. 

Spokeswoman Hannah Jones said: 
“The force will take a view once the 
potential benefit and associated issues 
have been identified at a national level.” 

Steve Barry, the Association of Chief 
Police Officers lead on drones, who is 
also Assistant Chief Constable of 
Sussex Police, said drones could be 
“efficient and effective” and could be 
used in burglary investigations by 
officers searching for suspects in 
backyards. 

He added that drones could also be 
used in sieges and said: “You could send 
up the drone and use the videolink 
before making a decision how to 
proceed.” 


School reading 
charity success 


THE work of Oxfordshire children’s 
reading charity ARCh has been givena 
thumbs-up by schools throughout the 
county in its 2015 Pupil Survey. 

More than 100 primary schools were 
invited to respond to ARCh’s annual 
survey, which measures the impact that 
providing one-to-one assistance from a 
trained volunteer reader can have ona 
pupil’s reading and their wider school 
performance. 

The development manager of the 
Bicester-based charity, Elaine Adams, 
said: “Schools reported that 92 per cent 
of pupils who participated in our 
assisted reading scheme in 2015 showed 
amarked improvement in reading and 
writing, coupled with a valuable uplift 
in concentration and self-confidence. 

“The findings are a fantastic reward 
for the work of our army of volunteer 
reading helpers, who regularly mentor 
over 700 Oxfordshire schoolchildren 
between the ages of six and 11.” 

The results of the ARCh Pupil Survey 
were analysed by Research Oxford.

Roads flood, sewers overflow and river levels continue to 
rise after a weekend of torrential rains across the county 
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PEOPLE were urged to make 
sure they were fully prepared 
for flooding this week, as riv- 
ers continued to rise across 
Oxfordshire. 

Roads flooded across the county 
on Sunday, as sewers inundated 
with rainwater overflowed in Ki- 
dlington, South Hinksey and West 
Oxfordshire. 

Fourteen areas across Oxford- 
shire remained on flood alert on 
Monday, following the weekend’s 
torrential rain, meaning flooding 
was possible and people should be 
prepared. 

But more serious flood warnings 
for the county were not issued. 

The Thames, on flood alert 
throughout the whole of Oxford- 
shire, was recorded at a height of 
3.5 metres in Oxford on Monday, 
about a metre higher than average. 

Oxfordshire County Council 


leader Ian Hudspeth asked Thames 
Water to intervene after half of the 
the A4095 flooded near a pumping 
station at Long Hanborough. 

He warned that rivers could con- 
tinue to rise but said officers were 
keeping a close eye on levels. 

He said: “The main issue is that 
when water falls on hillsides it 
takes a day or two to come down to 
lower areas. 

“We may get some additional wa- 
ter, so we will look out for that.” 

He urged people to check on vul- 
nerable or elderly neighbours to 
make sure they were prepared for 
the worst. 

In South Hinksey, sewers over- 
flowed on to Manor Road. 

Resident Chris Jankiewicz said: 
“There’s diluted sewage coming 
out, and eventually it runs into the 
Thames.” 

And people in Kidlington suf- 


fered days of flooding after a 
sewage pipe collapsed because of 
heavy rain. 

Pavements were submerged un- 
der half a foot of water in Spring- 
field Road, and fire crews and 
Thames Water staff helped people 
clear water from their driveways. 

Oliver Silk, 20, who has lived in 
the road for 17 years, said the flood 
was “one of the worst” he could 
remember. 

Stratfield Road, Grovelands and 
Lock Crescent were also flooded. 

Nicola Blackwood, MP for Ox- 
ford West and Abingdon, visited 
the village and said: “We cannot 
have this keep happening for resi- 
dents. 

“We do not yet have a timetable 
going forward [for solving the 
problem] but this is something 
that is being done.” 

County council officers have 


been in liaison with the Environ- 
ment Agency (EA) and stressed no 
property flooding was expected. 

EA operations manager Peter 
Collins said it would take a “sub- 
stantial amount of rain” this week 
for it to issue a flood warning, and 
said that was “not likely”. 

He said the Thames rose very 
slowly and his staff were keep- 
ing a closer eye on some of its 
tributaries such as the Bullstake 
Stream in Oxford. 

The county council cabinet mem- 
ber for flooding, Rodney Rose, 
said: “Our emergency planning, 
fire and rescue, highways and 
other teams have been in a state of 
readiness to respond to potential 
flooding issues.” 

Thames Water said: “The week- 
end’s heavy rainfall has not had a 
significant impact on our sewers 
in Oxfordshire, however in some 
areas where high volumes of rain 
water have entered the network 
of pipes we’re using tankers to re- 
move the excess water.” 


Mayor helper gets medal 


A CIVIC officer from Banbury 
will be given a British Empire 
Medal (BEM) for services to local 
government. 

Tricia Campbell has spent 23 
years working to uphold the 
town’s civic traditions. She 
started off asa secretary to 
Banbury’s Charter Trustees, 
which organised mayoralty and 
civic events for the town until 
2000. 

Later she became the town’s 
civic officer as part of the newly- 
formed Banbury Town Council. 


The 64-year-old, who lives with 
her husband, Robert, and has 
three children, received the award 
as part of the Queen’s New Year’s 
Honours. 

She said: “I am both honoured 
and proud to be given this award, 
but feel totally embarrassed as I 
have just been doing my job, albeit 
one that I absolutely love. 

“For the last 23 years, working 
for the town mayors of Banbury 
has brought me into contact with 
an amazing range of people and I 
feel very fortunate that I have 


been able to work alongside 
councillors and Banbury Town 
Council staff.” 

Her role includes organising 
civic events including 
Remembrance Sunday, the 
Christmas Concert, and Canal

Bigger gains for 
small producers

THE bigger they come, the 
harder they fall and some of 
those worst hit by this win- 
ter’s record-breaking warmth 
might be among the biggest 
players in the game. 

For years, the biggest corporate 
farms in the industry have been 
moving towards monoculture; 
farming the largest possible area 
with a single crop and reaping 
huge economies of scale. 

But that also means if you have 
a bad winter for your one crop, 
you have a bad winter for your 
whole business. 

However, in the past decade, a 
new type of farmer has emerged: 
independent smallholders who 
try to farm small batches of many 
different crops. 

One example is Oxfordshire 
farming co-operative Cultivate, 
which manages a small plot of 
land at Little Wittenham near 
Didcot. 

Like all farms, they have been 
hit by the unprecedented warm 
and wet winter and their yields 
are down significantly. 

But because they grow so many 
different crops, the business can 
be propped up by those crops that 
have survived. 

Operations manager Jack Law- 
son explains: “Yields are down 
quite significantly. It was a very 
wet year and that hampered a lot 
of growth. But half of what we 
grow is in polytunnels, so we can 
regulate that more closely. Those 
plants are safe.” 

The plants that were hit are the 
unprotected winter vegetables 
growing outdoors: cabbages, kale, 
fennel and parsley. 

Like much of Oxfordshire, the 
soil at Little Wittenham is quite 
damp anyway, so a lot of extra 
rain is unlikely to be helpful. 

“A lot of farmers in Oxfordshire 
grow squash in autumn, and if 
they get wet they just rot in the 
ground,” says Mr Lawson, 26. 

“A couple of farmers I know had

maybe half the quantity they 
were expecting because of that. 

“Overall, I’d say the weather 
in December has been bad 
news. Unpredictability is not 
a good thing in farming. You 
need to have a very good idea 
of what plants you should put 
in the ground. 

“The flexibility we have as 
a small grower means if one 
crop doesn’t do so well we can 
rely on the others.” 

Cultivate are not the only 


HIS cauliflowers are three 
months early, his spring onions 
four months ahead and his 
cabbages are going to seed. 

Jain Tolhurst has been 
running Tolhurst organics in 
South Oxfordshire for 40 years, 
but he has never seen a winter 
like this. 

Last month was the warmest 
December in UK history, and the 
wettest calendar month since 
records began in 1910. 

“Tt’s had an effect on 
cauliflowers, winter cabbages, 
sprouting broccoli; things 
which would normally stay in 
the field and not be harvested 
until May or April we’re 
harvesting now. 

“These are breeds which are 
programmed to start to produce 
acrop in March and they’ve 
been doing that since I started 
in farming in 1976. You can get 


ones doing well after the warm- 
est December on record. West 
Oxfordshire dairy farmer Tim 
Hook’s cows have been snug 
all winter and are now milking 
“very well” he says. 

Like all other farmers, Tim 
Hook doesn’t want to count his 
chickens before they hatch. 

He said: “We’re only halfway 
through the winter. February 
could still be an iron month, 
and that would change every- 
thing again.” 


on crops 


crops two weeks ahead but this 
is unprecedented.” 

Almost all plants and animals 
rely on cues in temperature 
change to tell them when to go 
dormant or hibernate: it is an 
adaptation which stops them 
from wasting resources trying 
to survive in the coldest and 
most hostile months of the year. 

If it doesn’t get cold, plants 
don’t “know” that winter is 
here, and won’t go dormant. 

As Mr Tolhurst puts it: “Plants 
have been fooled into thinking 
spring is about to emerge. It’s 
the same with wildflowers like 
primroses and daffodils.” 

Farming co-operative 
Cultivate are selling the veg to 
help him get rid of his glut. 

But the long-term picture is 
less rosy: “We are going to be 
very short of produce by the end 
of February.” 


Here’s the buzz about the effects 


of our warm winter on bees 


GEORGE Fenemore’s bees 
are very confused. 

Mr Fenemore, who rears 
sheep at Home Farm near 
Deddington, also keeps 100 
hives of bees to sell their 
honey. 

But he and his bees have 
never seen a winter like 
this before. 

He explains: “Normally 
when the temperature 
starts to drop we close up 
the hives and the bees go 
into a semi-torpor state. 

“This year we had bees 
flying on Christmas Day, 
but there’s no nectar or 
pollen for them which 
means they’re using up 
their reserves at a vast 
rate.” 

Normally his queens 
would also be hibernating 
all winter long then wake 
up in spring and start to 
produce their offspring. 


Farmer George Fenemore, 
of Home Farm, has bees 


This year his queens 
are already producing 
their brood in January, 
which means even more 
mouths to feed. 

In order to stop his bees 
from starving, Mr 
Fenemore has had to 
keep them fed witha 


homemade sugar syrup 
all winter, which he 
makes by melting 
granulated sugar. 

It is a small extra cost on 
a large farm, but he says 
it is another worry ona 
long list. 

The flip-side of all this 
confusion is that 
normally a beekeeper 
would fully expect some 
of his colonies to freeze to 
death over the winter. 

That, at least, will not be 
aworry at Home Farm 
this year.

IF FILM awards were bestowed 
for dogged determination and 
perseverance in the face of 
seemingly insurmountable 
odds, The Revenant would 
sweep next month’s Oscars. 

Auteur Alejandro Gonzalez 
Inarritu chose to shoot his 
sprawling historical epic in 
chronological order, using 
natural light. 

These bold aesthetic choices 
limited filming to just a couple 
of hours each day and when 
Mother Nature decided to 
withhold snow from the 
unforgiving Canadian 
wilderness, the entire 
production moved to Argentina 
at considerable expense. 

Tom Hardy was forced to drop 
out of comic book adventure 
Suicide Squad to accommodate 
the extended filming schedule, 
the budget ballooned and one 
crew member described the 
mood on set as “a living hell”. 

But trials and tribulations 
behind the scenes haven’t 
tarnished Inarritu’s audacious 
vision, because The Revenant is 
a tour-de-force of technical brio 
and emotionally cold 
storytelling. 

Explosions of violence are 
graphic and a horrifying bear 
attack unfolds in a single take 
that shreds our nerves. 

Leonardo DiCaprio puts 
himself through the wringer 
for his art. In one stomach- 
churning scene, the fervent 
vegetarian eats a bison’s liver 
because the role demands it. 

Such unswerving dedication 
makes him a deserved 
frontrunner for the Academy 
Award and has just earned him 
a Golden Globe. 

He plays 19th-century 
explorer Hugh Glass, who 
guides a team of fur trappers 
and hunters under the 
command of Captain Andrew 
Henry (Domhnall Gleeson). 

The men come under attack 


from Native Americans led by 
tribal chief Elk Dog (Duane 
Howard), whose daughter 
Powagqa (Melaw Nakehk’o) has 
been kidnapped. 

The interlopers flee for their 
lives and Glass is injured ina 
mauling from a grizzly bear. 

Henry leaves behind two men, 
Fitzgerald (Hardy) and Bridger 
(Will Poulter), to tend to Glass 
and his son, Hawk (Forrest 
Goodluck). 

Fitzgerald decides to kill 
Hawk and drags Glass’ s near 
lifeless body into a freshly dug 
grave. But Glass regains 
consciousness and vows to hunt 
down those who killed his boy.

HOME is where the broken 
hearts are in Lenny 
Abrahamson’s riveting drama. 

A young mother and her child 
are imprisoned in a shed that 
has been their home since she 
was abducted at the age of 17. 

Brie Larson is sensational as 
the kidnapped parent, who has 
sacrificed everything to protect 
her child from what lies beyond 
the locked door that opens once 
a week when their captor 
delivers limited provisions in 
exchange for sexual favours. 

Equally impressive is seven- 
year-old Jacob Tremblay as the 
boy trapped in a nightmare 
beyond his comprehension. 

Ma (Larson) concocts a daring 
plan to get her son Jack 
(Tremblay) away, hopefully into 
the arms of her parents.

HOTLY tipped as 2016's The Girl On 
The Train, The Widow comes with 
great expectations as this year’s 
unputdownable psychological 
thriller. Fiona Barton's crime debut 
is an emotional rollercoaster. Jean 
Taylor is the titular character and 
the novel maps her journey as 

the devoted wife of an accused 
murderer, Glen. Each chapter is 
told from a different perspective of 
those involved, including the scepti- 
cal detective, the savvy reporter 
and the worn-down widow. Barton 
expertly jumps back and forth 
between time frames from the 
date Baby Bella vanished from her 
garden, to when Jean Taylor is deal- 
ing with the repercussions of her 
husband's sudden death. As the 
story unfolds, Barton sheds light 
on the turmoil that Jean faces as 
the reader discovers her marriage 
was riddled with problems. It is 


extraordinary to watch the changes 
in each character, as new pieces of 
information are revealed. 


Strictly Between Us by Jane

THIS lively and witty novel tells the 
story of Tamsin and Michelle, who 
have been inseparable since child- 
hood and have shared everything 
together. When singleton Tamsin 
hears rumours that Michelle's 
husband is cheating on her, she sets 
her trusted assistant Bea on a mis- 
sion to seduce him as a test. Bea, 
who is reluctant at first, eventually 
agrees, but as the story moves on, 
it seems she has her own agenda... 
This is a fantastic exploration of 
friendship, infidelity and trust and 
is pacey, original and really enjoy- 
able. Fallon’s characterisation is 
always spot-on and this book is no 
different, with well drawn out char- 
acters and a tight plot that barrels 
along towards a brilliant climax.

THIS is the 16th novel in Robert 
Crais’s books following LA detec- 
tives Elvis Cole and Joe Pike.

The two 
worlds start to collide when Cole's 
investigation into the disappear- 
ance of a grieving mother leads him 
to the same house that James is 
chasing an armed thief into. What 
James discovers inside the building 
immediately throws his life into 
danger, and it is soon in all their 
best interests that the woman is 
found. Flitting between narratives, 
the tension is held taut and the 
action doesn’t stop.

& FORD is to start testing driverless cars 
on public roads in California, hot on 
the heels of news that fully automated 
cars could be legal on the US state's 
streets in little over a year’s time.

AT FIRST glance, the Jeep 
Renegade might not appear 
to be a historic vehicle, but 
in the constantly changing 
world of car company cor- 
porate ownership it is a real 
milestone. 

First, it is Jeep’s first all-new 
model for almost ten years and 
second it is the first Jeep to 
be built outside of the United 
States. 

But possibly even more note- 
worthy is that it is the first ve- 
hicle created following Fiat’s 
takeover of the Chrysler Group. 

Built in Italy, the Renegade 
shares its platform with the 
Fiat 500X and pitches into bat- 
tle against rivals like the Mini 
Countryman and Renault Cap- 
tur. 

Physically it is more than a 
match for its rivals, with its 
firmly-damped ride and han- 
dling giving a sense of real se- 
curity. 

And while it might not pos- 
sess the sharpest steering, it is 
comfortable and easy to manage 
with a definite air of, well, Jeep. 

And that is the point. 

Because you will happily for- 
give any minor shortcomings 
to be part of a marque with a 


The Jeep's fame dates from its pivotal role in the Second World War 


history founded on a spartan, 
cramped vehicle that became 
the main light four-wheel-drive 
vehicle of the Allies during the 
Second World War and came to 
personify American determina- 
tion and ingenuity. 

The Renegade is anything but 
spartan and cramped and, what- 
ever angle you view it from, the 
distinctive cues of the brand’s 
heritage are there — round head- 
lamps, signature — seven-slot 
grille and trapezoidal wheel 
arches. Inside there are some 
nice touches, with the Wrangler- 
derived grille used as a motif on 
the speakers and seatbacks, and 


even the air vents, air-condition- 
ing control and cupholders have 
a distinctively chunky Jeep feel. 

The driving position is easy 
to adjust and there is plenty of 
head and leg room. 

Priced from about £17,000, the 
new Jeep is available in four trim 
levels — Sport, Longitude, Lim- 
ited and Trailhawk - equipped 
with a choice of turbo-diesel and 
petrol engines and available in 
four-wheel-drive or front-wheel- 
drive. It has won a Euro NCAP 
five-star safety rating. 

The Renegade will be sold in 
more than 100 countries - in- 
cluding the United States. 


Name changes for Germans 


BOTH Porsche and Mercedes have 
announced name changes for 
models in their ranges. 

There is nothing unusual in 
introducing a name for an all-new 
model, but changing that of an 
existing range seems odd. 

Some companies have been 
forced into changing names. For 
instance, Ford opted to drop the 
Escort name in 1998 when it 
launched the radically different 
Focus. The company did not want 
the lingering reputation that later 
Escort models had gained for poor 
quality and woeful used values. 

So Ford brought in the Focus and 
never looked back. 

Others have had to change 
names for more prosaic reasons, 
such as aname working in one 
country but not another. Chevrolet 
had to have a rethink for its Nova 


when it was launched in Spanish- 
speaking countries, where it 
means “no go”. 

Porsche has decided to rename 
its Boxster and Cayman ranges as 
718 Boxster and 718 Cayman. This 
seems like a pointless exercise, as 
most people will just carry on 
referring to the cars by their 
previous names. 

But there is logic in this thinking, 
as the German car firm is about to 
introduce smaller, more efficient 
four-cylinder engines to the 
Boxster and Cayman, in place of 
their existing six-cylinder motors. 

Porsche customers expect a 
certain level of prestige and 
performance, and six-cylinder 
engines come with that. 

By adding the ‘718’ badge, 
Porsche can draw on an extensive 
history of 718 racing cars from the 


Fifties and Sixties. These early 
racers enjoyed considerable 
success at race tracks, so it’s easy 
for Porsche to say the Boxster and 
Cayman are following in some 
illustrious wheel tracks. 

For Mercedes, replacing the SLK 
badge with the SLC is a tougher 
sell. The SLK has established itself 
as a sleek compact roadster. 
Swapping to SLC appears to be 
abandoning the heritage simply to 
revive a name last used in the 
1980s. 

The original SLC was launched in 
the Seventies, as a coupe version 
of the long-running R107 
generation of the SL roadster. 
While the SLC was a good car and 
even enjoyed some modest 
motorsport success, it is not one of 
Merc’s most instantly recognisable 
names.
